Spain as entering its most serious 
phase. 
On the war front, fascist insur- 
gents tightened their lines around 
Madrid at many points and de- 
manded immediate surrender of 
the capital, under threat of de- 
struction 
by bombardment from 


land and air. 
They were within striking dis- 
tance of Madrid. 
Madrid's 
weary 
militiamen

punished by jail terms instead of 
fines. 
Only Chief R. L. Jones of the 
Dallas police department concur- 
red in Phares' suggestion, made 
before a national safety confer- 
ence last week at Washington, D. 
C."The law should be changed to 
make a fine or jail sentence op- 
tional with the judge." said Jones. 
"This would eliminate the cause 
of many accidents." 
Austin Corporation Court Judge 
J. W. Maxwell disagreed. 
"The traffic violator 
is 
not 


necessarily a criminal," he said. 
"Therefore I don't favor jail sen- 
tences. They would have a de- 
molarizing effect on violators un- 
der 21 years of age. More than 
half of our violators are under 
21."Police Chief B. W. Payne of 
Houston raised another point.

"Our surveys down there show- 


ed the pests were almost negli- 
gible—at least conditions on the 
gulf coast are better than any 
other part of the country." said 
Dr. Paul S. Galtsoff, oyster ex- 
pert of the bureau. 


Dr, Galtsoff said he saw no 


need for an oyster control project 
on the Texas coast and added 
that the Lone Star state probably 
would be omitted from the list 
of states where the bureau will 
undertake new programs in the 
near future. 


"If we can get the appropria- 


tion from congress, we would like 
to develop about three oyster ex- 
periment 
farms, 
probably 
in 


Apalachicola Bay and along the 
middle Atlantic coast, but there 
is no need for one In Texas," he 
explained. 
"Although it looks as though 


we couldn't help right now, the 
Texas interests mtght be able to 
get a special appropriation for 
a farm or develop one of their 
own independently. 
"It would be much .better to 


spend money that way than to 
consider 
trying to get 
rid of 


what pests they have, such as 
the clam borer and 
the 
big 


borer." 
The bureau's investigation In 


Texas disclosed only a few "bad" 
spots, Dr. Galtsoff said—in Cor- 
pus Christl, Matagorda and Gal- 
veston Bays. 
"Texas has so 
much 
fresh 
water in its bays and the pests 
are much more susceptible to that 
condition 
than 
the 
oysters 
so

Bank of France 
Reduces Rate On 


Its Rediscounts 


PARIS, Oct. 8.—(/P)—The Bank 


of France, decreasing its discount 
rate to the lowest point during the 
regime of the socialist Blum gov- 
ernment, disclosed today a 7,000,- 
000,000 franc ($359,424,000) rise in 
the value of Its gold reserves. 


In f revaluing the national gold 
stock, the conversion was made on 
the basis of a franc containing 49 
milligrams of gold the minimum 
devaluation called for under the 
new currency law. 


(The 
old gold 
anc contained 


by law, 65.5 milligrams, so that the 
value adopted in setting a figure 
on the gold stock' was equivalent 
to a devaluation of 25.2 per cent.) 


The latest statement of the Bank 


of France, which is as of October 
2, showed gold holdings of 67,358,- 
742,140 francs (equal to $2,844,944,- 
000 based on francs of 49 milligrams 
gold) compared with 50,111,283,675 
francs ($2,485,520,000 on tho same 
basis) shown in the statement of 
September 25. 


The gold Increase was announced 


in the first weekly statement of the 
bank since devaluation of the franc. 
It was coincident with a decrease 
of from 3 to 2 1-2 j.cr cent in the 
discount 
rate, 
In 
keeping with 
France's new easy money policy. 


The reduction was 
the second 
since devaluation of he franc. Last 
week, when the Bourse resumed 
operations, the rate was dropped 
from 5 to 3 per cent to facilitate 
the flow of capital Into productive 
enterprise following the cut In the 
gold content of the franc. 
The rate on advances against 


securities was reduced from 4 to 3 
per cent today and on 30 day loans 
from 3 to 2 Mi per cent.

The American Society of 


Composers, 
Authors 
and 


Publishers has just given 
out its analysis of the radio 
hit tunes of 1935. A song's 
popularity is measured by 
the number of times it is 
broadcast. The 
theory is 


that if a song is going out 
over the air 
pretty 
fre- 


quently it is also being play- 
ed for dancing at restaur- 
ants, night clubs and 
tea 


rooms, sung at private par- 
ties, played in public and 
at home, and hummed by 
casual strollers everywhere. 


A mere citizen, recalling 


the mad whirl of "The Mu- 
sic 
G o e s 
'Round 
and 


Around," 
may 
wonder 


•whether universal humming 
and playing means popular- 
ity 
or popular obsession, 


The Society's figures are 
based on a whole year's per- 
formance, however, and nov- 
elty songs that rise sudden- 
ly and disappear in a month 
or two lose out in the long 
count. 
. 
According to the analysis, 


no new musical trends de- 
veloped in 1935. The love 
theme remained the favor- 
ite, provided it was set to a 
good melody.The songs with 
the highest rating were all 
"pretty nice, jolly, sweet, 
clean songs," 


Nineteen 
songs 
were 


broadcast at least 
20,000 


times. Isn't that a few times 
too many? There are radio 
fans who grow weary of a 
tune they liked very much 
at first when it is sung or 
played on several programs 
every evening. The analysis 
ought to have some method 
of counting the number of 
times a family groans ^in 
chorus and turns the dial 
when a hit tune come over 
the air too often.

GAS MASKS ALLOWED 


It is reassuring to learn 


from London that gas masks 
are not "war material" in 
a hostile or aggressive sense, 
and so may be shipped to 
Spain or any other country 
in time of war, without vio- 
lating arms embargoes. All 
the governments seem to 
agree about it. 


Civilians, 
who 
haven't 


had much consideration re- 
cently in war plans and 
practices, 
will appreciate 


this privilege. It's quite a 
concession for hostile pow- 
ers, actual or prospective, 
to say that when a man, 
woman or child puts on a 
gas 
mask 
as 
a defense 


against death from suffoca- 
tion, it isn't a hostile act 
against invaders. Peaceful 
people have at least one 
right left. 


There will still 
be, 
no 


doubt, some unreasonable 
civilians arguing that the 
whole poison gas business 
is outrageous anyway, and 
they don't want to be oblig- 
ed to wear gas masks to 
protect them from a weap- 
on which should be out- 
lawed by all civilized na- 
tions. And it's hard to an- 
swer that argument, except 
to remind them of the Rus- 
sian who, after voluntarily 
wearing a gas mask day 
and night for three weeks, 
r e p or t e d philosophically 
that it wasn't so bad when 
you get used to it. 


The Japanese,' it is re- 


ported, are already prepar- 
ing for the 1940 Olympic 
Games. This refers to the 
whole Japanese people, not 
merely the 
athletes 
who 


will compete for honors. 


Store clerks, 
policemen 


and business men are learn- 
ing to speak English. Study 
of the language has receiv- 
ed a great impetus through- 
out the country. 


Furthermore, the ways of 


foreigners are 
being 
ex- 


plained 
to Japanese citi- 


zens, who are urged to be 
gracious not only in their 
own way but in ways that 
will meet foreign

standing. For example, a 
customary and friendly Jap-

includes 


the inquiry, "How old are 
you?" This, the authorities

That town is interesting
